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Everyone  in  the  Wayland  High  School  Community  immediately  recognizes  the  tall  figure  charging  across  the  campus  like 
a  black-robed  tornado.  It  is  Mr.  Frank  Smith.  Mr.  Smith's  gait  reflects  his  personality,  for  he  is  a  man  super-charged  with 
energy  and  excitement.  Even  in  the  warmth  and  humor  of  his  personal  dealings  one  feels  the  power  which  animates  him. 

A  brilliant  Classical  Studies  teacher,  Mr.  Smith  hardly  needs  to  say  "attendite  me."  Rarely  is  a  pair  of  ears  in  his  class  ever 
tuned  to  anything  but  his  voice  as  he  weaves  a  spell  of  enchantment  around  his  class  material,  gesticulating  dramatically  and 
making  mystical  marks  on  the  chalkboard.  With  his  ever-present  grin,  jumping  onto  a  table  his  black  professorial  gown  flap- 
ping, he  bursts  out  stating  his  attitude  to  teaching:  "I  don't  understand  how  you  can  be  paid  for  having  so  much  fun!" 

Mr.  Smith  brings  the  same  scintillating  power  and  dynamism  to  his  role  as  chairman  of  the  Department  of  Classics  and 
Modern  Foreign  Languages.  He  has  built  the  department's  program  over  the  years  until  it  is  one  of  the  most  popular  in  the 
school.  He  has  shown  that  classical  and  medieval  studies  are  far  more  than  accumulations  of  facts,  that  languages  are  far  more 
than  declensions,  that  archaeology  and  philosophy  are  far  more  than  dry-as-dust  sciences.  He  has  proven  to  us  that  all  of  these 
are  also  intimate  cultural  and  personal  studies  of  humanity. 

Much  of  the  department's  success  is  a  result  of  what  Mr.  Smith  calls  "the  informal  program,"  the  language  clubs.  As  its 
perennially  versatile  advisor  he  has  made  the  Classical  Studies  Club  the  largest  and  most  popular  club  activity  in  the  school. 
The  Annual  Induction  Ceremony,  the  Saturnalian  Banquet,  and  the  bi-annual  student  trips  to  Italy  have  become  traditions 
which  consistently  attract  the  interest  and  participation  of  large  numbers  of  students. 

Besides  his  academic  roles,  Mr.  Smith  has  also  been  the  commentator  at  the  Warriors'  home  games.  Perched  in  the  press 
box  high  above  the  stands  he  is  the  eloquent  and  witty  voice  of  the  loudspeaker  which  has  come  to  be  an  integral  part  of  a 
Wayland  football  game. 

This  versatile  man,  in  the  sixteen  years  he  has  been  a  member  of  the  high  school  faculty,  has  served  as  class  advisor,  year- 
book advisor,  Student  Council  advisor,  basketball  coach,  and  drama  director.  His  performance  in  all  these  roles  is  often 
remembered  as  truly  classic. 

To  you,  Mr.  Smith,  we,  the  class  of  1976,  dedicate  our  yearbook  in  sincere  appreciation  for  all  you  have  done  to  enrich  our 
lives.

The  Wayland  High  Football  Team  began  the  1975  season  with  high  hopes.  In  the  back  of 
every  player's  and  coach's  mind  was  the  dream  of  playing  in  the  superbowl,  and  this  year's  team 
had  good  reason  to  be  thinking  bowl. 

The  '75  team  had  the  largest  number  of  returning  varsity  football  players  in  the  history  of 
the  school.  (The  team  had  elected  the  largest  number  of  captains  seen  in  quite  a  while:  Scott 
Gundy,  Steve  Kepner,  David  Lefemine  and  Nate  Wilson.)  Within  the  ranks  of  any  team  stand 
a  few  talented  athletes,  but  it  takes  more  than  that  to  make  a  championship  —  and  Wayland's 
football  team  was  a  championship  team.  It  was  the  togetherness  of  the  seniors,  the  support 
from  the  juniors,  and  a  very  fine  and  knowledgeable  coaching  staff  which  led  us  to  our  DCL 
crown  and  Superbowl  berth. 

The  seniors  on  the  '75  team  have  been  champions  each  of  their  four  years  at  their  Wayland 
football  career.  They  have  compiled  a  four  year  record  of  34  wins,  3  losses  and  1  tie.  The  wins 
were  not  always  easy;  at  times  the  fans  came  very  close  to  heart  failure.  Yet,  this  year's  Warri- 
ors always  managed  to  produce  a  win,  with  one  exception,  a  one  point  loss  to  Algonquin. 

The  first  game  of  the  season  against  Lynnfield  was  dedicated  to  one  of  the  injured  captains, 
David  Lefemine,  lost  for  the  season  in  a  pre-season  scrimmage.  Emotion  ran  high  before  the 
game;  Wayland  wanted  revenge  for  last  year's  defeat  at  the  hands  of  Lynnfield;  Wayland 
walked  over  Lynnfield  22-12;  Lefemine's  number  was  22.  Later  a  lot  of  the  dreams  of  a  super- 
bowl season  seemed  to  go  down  the  drain  when  captain  Scott  Gundy  was  injured  in  the  Algon- 
quin game,  but  the  team  pulled  itself  together  and  dedicated  its  next  game  to  Scott,  winning 
over  Concord-Carlisle  13-0.  By  the  end  of  the  season  the  traditional  Weston-Wayland  rivalry 
on  Thanksgiving  loomed  as  all-important.  All  of  the  teams'  ambitions  for  a  Bowl  bid  hinged 
on  winning  that  final  game.  In  true  Wayland  style,  Wayland  captured  the  Austin  Hale  once 
again.  Then  it  was  on  to  the  Super-bowl.

Science

As  advisor  to  the  senior  class  for  many  of 
those  years,  Mrs.  Champagne  was  the  dynamo  that  powered  the  machinery  of  countless  dances,  bake  sales,  dinners,  scholarship  campaigns,  car  washes, 
graduation  ceremonies,  class  nights  and  yearbooks.  Graduates  remember  her  not  only  as  a  gifted  teacher,  but  also  as  the  person  who  taught  them  some- 
thing important  about  life.  As  Mrs.  Champagne  herself  would  say  it,  "I  don't  teach  history,  I  teach  young  people."  She  holds  the  affection  and  the  esteem 
of  numerous  co-workers,  former  colleagues  and  intern  teachers  who  have  gone  on  to  successful  careers  in  education. 

Born  and  raised  in  upper  New  York  State,  Mrs.  Champagne  did  her  graduate  work  at  Syracuse  University  and  taught  for  several  years  in  New  York 
before  coming  to  Massachusetts.  She  came  to  this  area  when  she  married  Arthur  Champagne.  Widowed  soon  after  beginning  her  teaching  career  in 
Wayland,  she  bore  the  burden  of  raising  and  educating  her  step  children  alone.  Her  daughters  Edith  and  Marie  became  nurses.  Marie  is  the  wife  of  a 
successful  physician  in  Waltham  and  the  mother  of  a  large  family.  Edith  is  married  to  Benedict  Mazza,  a  former  teacher  at  Wayland  High  School  and 
head  of  the  English  department,  now  settled  in  New  Jersey  with  their  sons  Ben  and  Ken.  Her  sons,  Tom  and  Arthur,  are  successful  businessmen,  living 
with  their  families  in  South  Carolina  and  Connecticut.  Mrs.  Champagne's  family  is  an  important  part  of  her  life.  She  has  regaled  many  of  us  with  stories 
of  the  exploits  of  her  grandchildren  and  impressed  all  of  us  through  them  with  the  importance  of  loving  and  being  loved. 

During  the  summer  of  1961,  Mrs.  Champagne  was  honored  by  being  one  of  the  few  selected  to  attend  the  John  A.  Whitney  Institute  at  Williams 
College.  Here  she  studied  humanities  with  prestigious  professors  from  across  the  nation.

She  livened  up  classes  with  comical  stories  of  her  Labrador  retriever,  Bart,  and 
her  two  cats.  These  and  other  stories  made  history  a  little  more  enjoyable  and  Mrs.  Champagne  a  teacher  we  will  never  forget. 


Almost  half  of  the  Class  of  1976  has  had  close  contact  with  Helen  Glynn,  since  this  year  she  has  taken  over  half  of  our  college  placement  planning. 
Some  of  us  had  the  privilege  to  be  under  her  wise  counsel  in  former  years  also.  All  who  know  her  are  familiar  with  her  gentle  concern  and  careful 
prompt  execution  of  duties,  which  Wayland  students  have  appreciated  since  her  arrival  here  in  1958.  Miss  Glynn  came  to  Wayland  as  a  teacher  because 
of  her  desire  to  deal  more  directly  with  students  than  she  had  formerly  as  principal  of  Hudson  High  School  (among  her  former  students  there,  were 
Bob  Anastas  and  Governor  Salmon  of  Vermont).  In  addition  to  dealing  even  more  closely  with  students  as  a  guidance  counselor  than  perhaps  she

It  also  is  good 
for  between  lunch  treats  and  for  students  who  have  to  stay  after  school  and  need  something  to  eat.  Students  who  arrive  to  school  can  have  their 
breakfast  there  for  a  nominal  sum.  With  this  new  system,  students  who  possibly  didn't  bother  to  eat  lunch  started  to.  Nutrition  and  low  cost  gives  the 
student  a  healthy  meal  which  lasts  through  the  day.  Mrs.  Sterling  realizes  this  and  always  made  meals  appetizing  to  the  palate.  They  were  glorious 
compared  to  the  soup  and  sandwich  everyday  at  the  old  Junior  High. 

Her  smile  and  always  cheerful  personality  is  appreciated  by  students  who  have  had  a  glum  day  so  far  in  school. 

We  the  class  of  1976  wish  you  good  luck  and  best  wishes,  and  may  you  come  back  and  see  us  again  soon. 
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Mr.  Mack  has  shown  great  dedication  in  his  stay  at  Wayland  High  School  —  to  the  class  of  '76  as  well  as  the  advisor  for  both  the  close-up  program 
and  the  Human  Relations  Club.  He  handled  with  ease  his  teaching  assignments  in  history  in  addition  to  his  role  as  advisor.  He  always  had  the  time  to  I 
listen  to  anyone  with  a  problem.  He  looked  at  his  job  as  more  than  just  teaching  facts  but  rather  he  tried  to  teach  us  to  be  a  good  human  being.  Indeed 
Mr.  Mack  was  a  rare  teacher  and  it  is  with  great  regret  that  he  will  no  longer  be  with  us  at  Wayland  High  School.  We  are  indebted  to  him  for  the 
leadership  and  insight  he  was  able  to  give  us,  and  we  wish  him  great  success  and  happiness  in  his  future  activities.

It  has  long  been  the  goal  of  the  Wayland 
High  School  team  to  reach  the  state  tourna- 
ment.
